Below Marx 
and Lenin is a banner, decorated with airplane, rarded each month to the workers’ 
group ranking highest in all competitions. ‘These competitions include such stock oddi- 
ties as character study, public health, athletics, factory efficiency (where there are no face 
tories). On the left wall are “wall newspapers”—really brief bulletins handwritten 
and stuck up in public places for the literate to read to the illiterate, 


‘These uncomprehending Chinese children have probably never seen any’ machine in their 
lives except a machine gun. Yet here on direct inspiration from Moscow, they are per 
forming a “Dance of the Machines.” ‘Their arms and legs are supposed to represent the 
movements of pistons, levers and driving rods, Perhaps a hundred homeless children trav= 
dled with the Red Army on its 7,000-mile march into Northwest China. Some Red 
soldiers took their families along. ‘These soldiers lived like the migrating hordes of Europe 
at the beginning of the Christian era or like American pioneers. ‘They slept on their arms; 
alternately fighting and raising families on the march. Most of the Red Army is very 
young. The average age of its unmarried troopers is scarcely over 20.

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"HE U.S. Army air force began in 1908 with the 

biplane at left. Built for the Signal Corps by 
the Wright Brothers at a cost of $25,000, it had a 
top speed of 44 m.p.h. Today the Army's air fleet 
totals 1,364 planes, divided into four general types 
(see opposite page). Flying in formation below is 
$450,000 worth of 1936 bi-place pursuit planes, 
with a top speed of 300 m.p.h. Thanks to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's strong national defense procure- 
ment program, the Army Air Corps received 506 new 
planes last year. Still on order are 644 more. If 
the current Congress does President Roosevelt's 
budget bidding and makes the largest military and 
naval appropriations in peacetime history, the 
Army Air Corps will for the first time achieve 
its full authorized strength of 2,320 planes, 


U.S. ARMY IN THE AIR 


Tue planes of the U.S. Army are divided into four 
general groups: attack, bombardment, pursuit and 
observation. Above, spic and span in its regulation 
blue and yellow coat, is pictured the latest type 
attack (A-17) plane built by Northrop Aviation Co. 
So impressed are Army officials with the possi 
ties of this plane that they have ordered 225 for 
immediate delivery. With a cruising speed of over 
200 m.p.h., it is operated by two men, carries 50 Ib. 
bombs and chemical tanks (shown under the wings). 
Built in the wings are four guns which will “strafe” 
enemy lines at an altitude of 50 ft. The rear is 
protected by a flexible gun. 

Right is a chart showing the estimated 1937 
standing of the Great Powers in the air. As both 
attack and pursuit planes have a common combat 
purpose, they have been grouped together. Includ- 
ing, for full strength purposes, both army and navy 
planes, the chart was made from figures published 
in Howard Mingos’ Aircraft Yearbook for 1936.

Mose important part of the Air Corps is the bombardment 
group. On the right is the great flying fortress built by Boeing 
of Seattle. Largest land plane constructed in the U. S., the 
Army has ordered 13 of this type out of its $83,548,798 current 
appropriation for new equipment. Manned by ten men, this 
bomber has a top speed of 255 m.p-h. Carrying bombs ranging 
from 100 to 2,000 Ib., it operates best at 15,000 ft. Protected 
on all sides by flexible machine guns, the mammoth four- 
engined Boeing is able to defend itself against any number 
of enemy planes. The first one built crashed at Dayton dur- 
ing a test in 1935. The second one nosed over at Seattle last 
month, Despite these misfortunes, the Army still has faith 
in this size of bomber. 

Above is the plane insigne of the 9th Bombardment Group. 
Below are the insignia of some of the better-known bombard- 
ment squadrons which are painted on the forward gun tur- 
rets. On the next page are shown the new Seversky Pursuit 
(P-35) and the North American Observation (0-47) planes. 
‘The former, carrying two fixed guns operated by the pilot, 
has a top speed of about 350 m.p.h. The latter, with a fixed 
gun forward and a flexible gun rear, flies its pilot, observer 
and gunner at better than 200 m.p.h. at 15,000 ft.

front cover is a heraldic lion, “passant” (prow!- 
ing). Heraldry is the ancient science of devising 
and recording the arms and crests adopted by 
distinguished families. England adopted as its na- 
tional symbol the “lion” on the heraldic arms of 
its royal house. But the animal was really a leop- 
ard and not a lion at all. In 1198 King Richard 
the Lionhearted first used three leopards, still 
used by King George VI but now described in 
his arms as lions. 
seen a leopard. Hence in ancient heraldry a leop- 
ard and lion were represented as the same animal,

‘The lion above 
is being made out of marble by England's crack 
sculptor of memorials, Alfred Frank Hardiman, 
for the Norwich Town Hall, Norfolk.

1O young German princeling has had more fun than 

Bernhard Lippe-Biesterfeld since he recently became 
aged to Crown Princess Juliana of The Netherlands.

THE METROPOLITAN MUSEUM UNCOVERS TWO MIDDLE-CLASS MUMMIES 


Somer between Feb. 5 and March $1 
in the year 1494 .c., the embalmed bodies of a 
middle-class Egyptian couple, whose son had 
risen to be architect to the great Queen Hat- 
shepsut, were buried outside ‘Thebes in the tomb 
that shows as a dark square hole in the center of 
the picture above. A year ago, Archeologists 
Ambrose Lansing and William C. Hayes of New 
York’s Metropolitan Museum of Art uncovered 
the 3,000-year-old mummies. Now the museum 
has just made public their report. The couple's 
names were Ra-mose and Hat-nufer, his fat wife. 
‘They lived in Thebes. Their son was Sen-Mut 
who built the lovely temple for Queen Hat- 
shepsut shown on page 53. Sen-Mut was not 
only the Queen’s architect. He was also her 
chief of public works, steward of her temples, 
tutor to her daughter, her business manager and 
her favorite, Having access to a great supply of 
free labor, Sen-Mut built for himself the large

With the mummies of Ra-mose and 
Hat-nufer were the mummies of their servants 
and poor relations (all of whom inexplicably died 
at about the same time), household linens and 
effects, jewelry, ointments, food. Most of them 
belonged to Hat-nufer who was richer than her 
husband and was buried in much grander fashion. 
A few yards away from the tomb of Sen-Mut’s 
parents was found a huge coffin containing the 
corpse of a horse, probably Sen-Mut’s, and a 
few yards further away, the coffin of Har-mose, 
the singer, with his lute beside him.
